Cabedello is a very small town of 
perhaps, two hundred inhabitants, at the 
mouth of the Parahyba River in Brazil. 
The Oomra crossed the bar-at the«river 
mouth just before daylight, and made 
fast to the wooden jetty as dawn was 
breaking out to seaward. Dug-out canoes 
were continually...arriving, and being 
drawn up on the beach before the little 
white town, for we had arrived on 
“market day.” These canoes were laden 


_, with strings of glittering fish, bundles of 


green sugar cane and huge bunches of 
bananas, which were piled up in heaps 
on the sand, while the men and women 
who had brought them in from the 
country bargained and bartered noisily. 
Everyone was dresséd in cotton, 
usually more or Jess white, and invariably 
ragged. They were mostly barefooted, 
and all we ‘e wide straw sombreros. Two 
small, splay-footed vigilantes moved 
importantly to and fro amongst them, 
their swords dragging after them, the tips 
of their scabbards leaving little furrows 
in the soft sand. The air was thick with 
the mingled smells of wood smoke, 
tropical flowers, garlic, seaweed and.corn 
husk cigarettes. Black and white frigate 
birds, with their curiously forked tails, 
circled overhead, looking ridiculously 
like pterodactyls; while two fat pelicans 
flapped heavily to a nearby buoy, where 
they sat looking gravely aldermanic. 


ALBERTO THE SECOND. 


In an hour or two the country people 


had concluded their business and paddled 


away up the river. It was then that 
Alberto, head of the local Customs 
Service, decided to pay the Oomra a 
visit, and presented himself at the galley 
door with an infectiously broad grin. He 
speedily ingratiated himself with the 
cook, whom he persisted in. saluting 
gravely, and ate an enormous’ meal of 
cold curry, underground mutton (tinned 
rabbit) and “apple daddies,’’..a confee- 
tion of dried apples and heavy pastry, 
which even Liverpool firemen refuse to 
eat. 
summoned’ his son and heir, “ Alberto 
the Second,” as he came to be known, 
who carried on the good work. Like his 
father, “‘ Alberto the Second” had no 
English, but he could whistle 
“Tipperary,” which all the world knows 
to be the English National Anthem. 

Alberto, father and son, haunted the 
galley for the remainder of our stay. 
Occasionally The exasperated cook would 
chase the bambino ashore, but he would 
climb on the top of cotton bales or railway 
trucks, and lie there by the hour, kicking 
his bare heels, grinning and whistling 
“Tipperary” until he was allowed to 
return. The Albertos were not un- 
grateful, for they presented us with a 
model of a jangarda, the tiny sailing raft 
used by Brazilian fishermen. The boy 
was also taught to make-cricket balls out 
of tightly-wound rope yarns, a laborious 
process which we were glad enough to 
pass on to him. 


THE OLD FORT. 


We played cricket in the dried-up moat 
of the deserted fort at the river mouth. 
This old fort was a fascinating place, said 
by the inhabitants to have been built by 
the Dutch. Lying about inside were 
many long rusty cannon, bearing dates 
round about 1670, as far as I can 
remember. There were also hundreds of 
Jarge iron cannon balls, and on the 
cracked plaster walls of a species of 
guard room were three or four rough 
pictures of galleons in red paint, almost 
obliterated. There were dungeons full of 
sickly white fungus, with sinister iron 
rings in the wall, and, lying half-hidden 
in the vegetation, broken plaster pillars, 
which might have adorned the portico of 
some long-dead governor’s house. 

Cricket in the bed of the moat came to 
an abrupt end. Dense jungle. came up to 
the edge of it, with tiny humming birds 
hovering all along the fringe. A _ well- 
hit ball frequently landed into this mass 
of vegetation, and had to be retrieved. 
All went well until an apprentice who 
had penetrated in search of a lost ball 
emerged hurriedly with a white face, 
saying he had seen spiders ‘‘as big as 
crabs.’’ Someone said ‘‘tarantulas,’’ 
which may or may not have been correct. 
Anyway, we gave up cricket in the moat. 
We took to a kind of shinty on the beach 
after that. This new sport had one great 
advantage, in that it was played in the 
evening. In the dusk it was quite an 
easy ‘matter to give the mate a rousing 
whack on the shins without being dis- 
covered. It was a most satisfactory 
revenge for long hours of ‘\ bilge diving”’ 
or holystoning. 


MONKEYS AND PARROTS, 


The sailors and firemen made great 
progress in the Brazilian tongue. They 
demanded ‘‘ Beero Brazilero’’ with all 
the ease of accomplished linguists. They 
bartered jars of pickles, socks and sticks 
of plug tobacco for ‘ popaguys”’ 
(papagaios), the Brazilian parrots. The 
fo’c’s’les were literally alive - with 
monkeys. The firemen got drunk and 
fought with the vigilantes. Two of them 
were locked up in the “ calaboose.’’ 
Their comrades got the vigilantes drunk, 
took their keys and released them. The 
cook’s mate returned aboard one night 
with a knife wound from shoulder to 
elbow, right down to the bone. He told 
the captain that a cleaver had ey 
while working in the galley! is 
aggressor arrived aboard and apologised. 
They embraced and repaired ashore for a 
week’s spree. 

The annual carnival arrived, and all 
Cabedello went mad. Everyone wore 
fancy dress for the week. Bands of young 
women in dominoes boarded the Oomra 
and deluged us with cheap scent from 
perfume sprayers. Crowds paraded from 
house to house, playing mandolines, 
singing and dancing as they went. 
Behind them danced Liverpool firemen, 
arm-in-arm with big sailors in sabots 
from a Dutch steamer. Rockets were 
fired off continually, and some flares and 
rockets from the Oomra fired off in the 
centre of the town secured us an ovation. 
“Viva Inglaterra,’’ ‘‘ Viva los Inglesas,”’ 
they shouted. “Viva Brazil,’’ we 
replied. ‘The bandaged cook’s mate stood 
up on a window-ledge and addressed them 
with a grin. “ You're a lot of greasy 
wops,” he announced. ‘Viva, viva,” 
shouted the uncomprehending mob, with 
immense enthusiasm. ‘ Viva Inglaterra,

MALVERN FESTIVAL. 
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SHAW'S “CASAR AND 
CLEOPATRA.” 
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BEAUTIFUL SETTINGS. 
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From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVF. 
MALVERN, Monday. 

The second week of the Shaw Festival 
at Malvern opened last night with a per- 
formance of “ Ceesar and Cleopatra,” in 
which almost the entire company 
appeared. It is especially interesting 
that this thirty-year-old play should he 
included in this Festival programme, with 
three plays which are much more recent, 
and which are so utterly different in 
temper and outlook. ‘Cesar and 
Cleopatra’ is now officially described as 
being in Shaw’s “first manner,” whilst 
other plays in this Malvern programme 
are said to be in his ‘third, or 
latest, manner.” Anyway, “ Cesar and 
Cleopatra’’ is one of the plays in which 
Shaw set out very deliberately’to deflate 
reputations and bring ‘“‘great’’ men 
within the range of common humanity. 
So, at Malvern, the Festival programme 
begins by raising a king to the highest 
pitch and ends by»depriving a Ceesar of 
his godhead. 

‘Cesar and Cleopatra ” has never been 
very popular, although it has been seen 
in many countries. Originally produced 
in Newcastle-on-Tyne in March, 1899, 1t 
was taken to America seven years later, 
and Sir Johnson Forbes Robertson made 
a success of Cesar. Then for a very long 
time it was neglected in both England 
and America, although other countries 
seemed to like it just a little, until Sir 
Barry Jackson revived it at the Birming- 
ham Repertory Theatre in 1923. So 
successful was*the revival that he brought 
the entire production to London in 1925, 
where Cedric Hardwicke played Cesar 
and Miss Gwen Brangcon-Davies played 
Cleopatra. The play has been staged with 
some success at the Abbey Theatre, where 
Mr. F. J: MacCormick made an almost 
ideal Shavian Cvresar. 

THE SHAVIAN THEATRE. 

This Shavian Cesar is a very different 
being from the conquering hero of the 
history books. He is a dreamer, 4 
humanitarian, and such a clement person 
that he prefers pardon to punishment. 
But he is shrewd, so that Rufio 
can always suspect a “foxy trick 
beneath his actions. He is, m 
fact. a statesman rather than a 
soldier, a middle-aged man, who wears 
his bays to hide his baldness. Cleopatra 
is first shown as a simple and superstitious 
child, who develops rapidly under the 
tuition, example and strength of the 
Roman Emperor. as 

Apart from these two personalities, the 
other figures in the play are neither oí 
great interest nor importance, serving 
merely as foils or as background for the 
principals. 

“Cesar and Cleopatra”’ is not now a 
play that is likely to made audiences 
enthusiastic, although last night's 
audience seemed to like it very much. 
Its episodes are not- in themselves 
supremely interesting, but they do most 
certainly give a producer the opportunity 
to use the most brilliant colouring at 
the disposal of his scene-painter. It is 
possible that the play attracted Sir Barry 
Jackson as one that would give Paul 
Shelving an outlet for his genius, and, if 
that be the case, the selection was entirely 
justified. No more beautiful settings and 
costumes have been seen during the week. 

The Cesar of Mr. Cedric Hardwicke 
bore all the marks which one has come to 
seek in this finished artist, and if at times 
he tended to drag his words and his legs 
unduly slowly, the burden of his week 
has been heavy. In Miss Dorothy 
Holmes-Gore, Cleopatra, as Shaw saw her 
thirty years ago, was only partially 
realised. Her earlier scenes—particularly 
that by the Sphinx—were beautifully 
acted, but she did not develop into the 
governing Queen who loved a dream Marc 
Antony. She was not such a. success in 
Cleopatra as in “ St. Joan ” or as Amanda 
in “The Apple Cart.’’ The Britannus 
of Mr. Scott Sunderland was a delightful 
piece of comic acting, restrained, and at 
the same time fulfilling the author’s pur- 
pose in satirising the Englishman of to- 
day. In Mr. Clifford Marquand the 
great god Ra found a beautiful voice to 
speak his prologue. 

On the whole, it was a good perform- 
ance, but meither play nor acting was of 
a standard to excite an audience.

A Theatre Enthusiast 


U ndiscovered Leinster. 


I am thinking of writing a book to be 
called *‘ Undiscovered Leinster”; for I 
have found so many charming corners of 
the province that nobody else seems to 
know—Slieve-na-Calliagh, for example, 
Collon, and now the Hill of Allen. 

With some friends, I drove by Naas and 
Newbridge, and across the Curragh to 
Kildare. I have often admired Kildare 
Cathedral, with its stalwart tower, and 
those odd arches that stand in light relief 
from the walls, like fortifications; but 
never before had I been inside. The whole 
party agreed that the interior excels de- 
scription jor simple dignity and romantic 
beauty. This is thanks td the fact that, 
when the building was reconstructed after 
Disestablishment, the architect had the 
mo eon or to leave the bare, grey stone 
undisguised, 


The Hill of Allen. 


From Kildare Town we drove northward 
to the chair of Kildare—a beautiful spot, 
well worthy of a visit for the sake of the 
noble view that rewards a climb. Then 
we worked round by a remarkable and 
lovely road between Rathangan and 
Boston—a place far superior, I suspect, :o 
Boston, Mass. The road overlooked the 
vast red sea, which is the Bog of Allen. 

Descending to the bog level, we drove 
through watery pastures, until the vast 
dome of Allen rose at the right hand. ‘The 
hill is crowned by a tower (built seventy 
years ago), which forms a landmark 
throughout County Kildare, and this tower 
now was. just above us. 


Where Fionn Flourished. 


I clambered alone up the hill, breast- 
deep in whins and bracken, and was 
rewarded at the windy summit by a 
spectacle as fine as that from the summit 
of Slieve-na-Calliagh. All around was 
spacious plain, here green under the grass 
of the Curragh, here brown and red under 
the Bog of Allen, here veined by water, 
and here wooded with the Wicklow 
mountains in the remote distance. The 
hill was like a vast and fortified island. 

Here Fionn and his warriors had their 
headquarters. Vague traces of ancient 
fortifications are said to be discernible by 
the antiquary’s eye (which is not mime) ; 
but the imagination needs no aid in con- 
ceiving this powerful spot as a primeval 
fortress. Here, one early morning, Fionn 
sat gloomily upon the lawn, the encamp- 
ment busy about him, and spoke of his 
desire for the High-King’s daughter, 
Grania ; whence sprang an Iliad of woes. 

And so home we drove from that wild 


‘spot, by Kilmeague, Clane and Celbridge, 


into ever green and better cultivated lan‘.

A Theatre Enthusiast. 


The Shaw Festival, which attracted 
crowds to Malvern, was made possible by 
the enterprise of Sir Barry Jackson, who 
is already well known as the founder and 
director of the Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre. The Birmingham Theatre has 

staged many Írish 
plays, including 
Synge’s ‘ The 
Tinker’s Wedding,’’ 
which has never been 
staged at the Abbey 
Theatre. It has also 
for several years the 
services of W. G. 
me Fay as stage director 
= and producer. 

Sir Barry Jackson 
was born in Birming- 
ham in 1879, and 
was for many years 

Sir B. Jackson. in business. He is 

now reputed to be a 
very wealthy man, having made a fairly 
large fortune out of margarme. From 
1907 to 1912 he and Mr. John Drinkwater 
were the leaders of an amateur dra:natic 
society called ‘“‘The Pilgrim Players,” 
which gave weekly performances in smal! 
halls in Birmingham. In 1912 he built 
and equipped the Birmingham Reper‘ory 
Theatre, which was opened in February, 
1913, and/of which he has been the active 
director ever since. For some time John 
Drinkwater remained in active association 
with the theatre in many capacities, in- 
cluding that of actor, but the increasing 
pressure of his own work led to severance 
of the connection. 

Sir Barry’s name is inseparably ‘con- 
nected with the first production of Shaw’s 
‘Back to Methuselah”’ in England and 
with the staging of Shakespeare plays in 
modern dress. Whether he has lost money 
in his theatrical enterprises is not known, 
but he has lavished his wealth on 
splendid productions in London and 
Birmingham, and now in Malvern. It is 
said that he stands to lose £5,000 on the 
Shaw Festival, which has taken £10,000 
to organise and which can only recoup 
half that amount. He has been honoured 
by the City and University of Birming- 
ham ,and was created a Knight in 1925. 
‘Do you wish to go to the workhouse?’ 
Shaw asked him when he decided to stage 
“Back to Methuselah.”

A Playful Sturgeon. 


Walking along the promenade at Lahinch, 
Co. Clare, when on holiday recently— 
writes a correspondent—I came upon a 
group of children showing obvious interest 
in a series of mighty splashes on the seas 
surface not more than two hundred yards 
out. A fish, fully eight feet in length, 
was jumping clean out of the water, 
almost to a height of six feet. 

After flopping back into the sea, it 
would remain under the surface, only for 
a ‘‘breather’’ apparently, as jump 
followed jump in rapid succession. | 
watched its body gleam in the sun at 
every rise for fully half-an-hour, but the 
fish never seemed to tire of its playful 
capers. © 

On enquiring from a local fisherman, | 
was told that the fish was a sturgeon, and 
had been seen disporting itself in the bay 
every afternoon for a whole month past. 
Tt appears that the sturgeon is only an 
occasional visitor to our shores, and my 
fisherman informant could not recall a 
visit from this spectacular jumper since 
another fine specimen had been seen in 
Lahinch Bay over twelve years ago. 


The Political Aspect. 


None of the local fishermen has troubled 
to go forth and trv to het or bait the huge 
fish. By an Act of George III. t:.e 
sturgeon was declared a ‘“ roval’’ fish, and 
any specimens caught in English or Irish 
waters became the property of the 
sovereion. The Governor-General of the 
Irish Free State is, apparently, the person 
now properly entitled to the fish which 
has been seen off Lahinch, and the fisher- 
men, no doubt, are deterred from 
essaying its capture, as. if successful, 
their efforts would be wholly wasted, since 
they would have to surrender their catch. 

A frivolous friend suggests another 
reason. Our Minister of Fisheries, te 
says, might lodge an official protest if a 
fish taken in waters under his jurisdiction 
was commandeered by Mr. McNeill! The 
simple fisher-folk would not care to he 
held responsible for what might develop 
into a political crisis, even more serious 
than the present Lough Foyle dispute—so 
the sturgeon is left severely alore! 


Lord Gosford’s Bride. 


Upon Lord Gosford’s estate at Mulla- 
brack was an old tenant with whom his 
lordship often had a crack, and with whom 
he delighted in disenssing cattle and the 
countryside. The old man was in no wav 
abashed in the presence of his landlord, 
and, treating him as an equal, often 
delivered himself in a manner which 
gave that gentleman the keenest amuse- 
ment.

A G. B. S. Exhibition. 


In connection with the Shaw Festival at 
Malvern, there is an exhibition of photo- 
graphs, drawings, programmes, and other 
objects connected with the production of 
the Shaw plays in many parts of the 
world. It is not a very extensive or com- 
prehensive exhibition, and it conld 
probably be excelled by Shavian admirers 
in many places; but, such as it is, there 
are several items of more than passing 
interest. 

At either end of the Lecture Room at 
the Municipal Library, where the 
Exhibition is being held, there are 
portraits of G.B.S. At the top of the 
room is Augustus John’s portrait, which 
shows the shaggy Shaw in his rough 
tweed, Norfolk jacket, and at the bottom 
near the door is the Rodin bust with 
which Dublin is familiar. Around the 
walls are photographs of scenes from most 
of his plays, including four of the firs 
production of “Blanco Posnet’’ at the 
Abbey Theatre twenty years ago. These 
photographs were the object of consider- 
able attention from American visitors. 
who do not seem to be as familiar with 
that play as with the others. 

It would probably be a good business 
stroke if Dublin purchased the house in 
Synge street, where Shaw was born, and 
fitted it out as a Shaw exhibition and 
museum. As an attraction for American 
tourists, the venture would probably be a 
great success, particularly if details of 
Shaw’s early life in Dublin were 
illustrated by pictures of the Dublin 
between 1856 and 1874. ,

Any visitor to the West of Ireland 
must be impressed by the photographs 
that are displayed in the white-washed 
cottages; photographs of the stalwart 
sons and brothers who went to America 
long ago, and of whom so many have won 
their way to high positions in the police 
force over there. Recently a South 
American holiday-maker told his fellow- 
guests that he considered that Irishmen 
make the best policemen in the world, 
their only failing being a slight bias in 
favour of a fellow-countryman if he gets 
into trouble far from home.

HE interest taken here in Mr. 

Snowden’s firm stand for British 
rights is still as great as ever. The vast 
mass of the people are delighted with his 
patriotic outlook, and with the upholding 
of the Empire’s prestige, but the leaders 
who so heartily abused the Labour Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in the past are in 
a quandary. Efforts are being made to 
minimise Mr. Snowden’s defence of 
Britain’s interest, the argument being 
that the Labour Ministry are only carry- 
ing out the policy of the former Govern- 
ment. Lord Cushendun, interviewed in 
his Antrim home the other day, said that 
Mr. Snowden had made a ‘profound 
mistake ” in trying to make party capital 
out of the question, although he supported 
him otherwise. 

The general opinion is that Mr. 
Snowden has risen above party, and that 
in the position he has taken up he is 
representing not only the people of the 
British Isles, but also those of the whole 
Empire. In other directions the present 
political outlook in the North lacks 
interest. The majority of the leaders are 
on holiday, and Parliament will not meet 
for over two months to come, when an 
important event will be the election of a 
Speaker for the Senate. 


WATER SUPPLY PROBLEMS. 


Very little is heard at present of the 
Silent Valley reservoir, but work on the 
great scheme in the Mourne Mountains is 
proceeding steadily. The recent long spel! 
of dry weather revived public interest in 
the undertaking, as fears were expressed 
that there might be a water famine 
throughout the district. Even yet the 
people are warned regarding the necessity 
for economy in the use of water, as the 
sources of supply are still very low. It 
will, of course, be several years before the 
new Mourne reservoir is completed, but 
once it is in service Belfast will have an 
almost inexhaustible supply of pure 
water. The cost will run nearly to a 
million and a half pounds before all is 
done, but the Commissioners believe that 
this expense can he met without increas- 
ing the charge for water to the consumers. 

In due course, the towns and villages 
in the region between the Mourne Valley 
and Belfast will be supplied with water, 
thus providing an additional source of 
revenue. At present the liabilities of the 
Water Board amount in redeemable stock 
and mortgages to £2.732,718, and it is 
noteworthy that there 1s a reserve fund of 
£300,000, which may be used to meet ex- 
ceptional expenditure, so that the rates 
may be relieved when necessary. Last 


year the revenue from the rates amounted | 
to £110,075, and the quantity of water | 


supplied was 1,296,409.000 gallons. 
ELECTRICITY SCHEMES. 


The success of the Shannon scheme for 
the supply of electricity in the Free State 
has inspired the North to engage in 
similar enterprises, although in a small 
way. A interesting ceremony took 
place during the week-end, when the first 
sod was cut in connection with the work 
of erecting the Antrim Electricity Supply 
Company's main transmission line from 
Larne to Ballymena. This line will be 
twenty-seven miles in length, but may be 
extended up to fifty miles, and the cirrent 
will be distributed to various towns and 
industrial centres throughout the district. 
The larger project of a hydro-electric 
power scheme on the River Bann is not 
forgotten, althouch one hears very little 
about it. 

It will be recalled that the Prime 
Minister foreshadowed this project a 
couple of yvears ago in connection with 
the proposed drainage of the Bann. It is 
an ambitious plan. the success of which 
would mean the electrification of the Six 
Counties and the consequent cheapening 
of light and power, but it is still far 
away. Mr. J. Milne Barbour, the 
Minister of Commerce, in commenting on 
the scheme, said that in electrical pro- 
gress they had been rather slow starters, 
but they had now definitely got going, 
and they did not intend to look back.

It was not very surprising to find such a 
large audience at the Gaiety Theatre last 
night for the production of “‘ A Damsel in 
Distress."”

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WORK OF REFLOATING 
LINER. 
a 


From Our Own Corrgsponpent. 

QUEENSTOWN, Monday. 
I. understand that those interested in 
salvaging the stranded White Star | liner 
Celtic are confronted with a bigger problem 
than was generally realised, and that the 
work of salving and refloating this vessel will 
extend over a considerably longer period than 
was at first anticipated. To facilitate the 
removal of unnecessary gear and lumber from 
the upper decks of the wrecked liner, a large 
crane, mounted on the old British monitor 
Humber, was recently towed from Rotterdam 
by the Dutch tug Oostezee. Since her arrival 
this crane, which is capable of making a fifty- 
ton hoist, has been towed out to the scene of 
the stranding on two separate occasions, but 
at each attempt it was found impossible, 
Owing to its shallow draught and ground 
swells at the harbour’s mouth, to keep the 
crane alongside the Celtic for any length of 
time, and it had to be towed back to Haul- 
bowline, where it now lies. 


h OXY-ACETYLENE BURNERS. 
Within the past three weeks oxy-acetylene 
urners have cut down the two giant funnels, 
as well as the after three of the liner’s fcur 
masts. This operation is considered pv a 
number of local inhabitants, who gained a 
knowledge of salvage work during the Great 
War, to have been a somewhat short-sighter 
policy on the BA of theshipbreakers. During 
the initial salvage operations all the cargo 
was removed from the holds and hoisted into 
coasting steamers lying alongside the liner by 
means of derricks mounted on the ship’s 
masts. Winches controlling the derricks were 
worked by steam supplied from dcrkev 
boilers temporarily fitted to the liner’s decks. 
Had the masts been allowed to stand, this 
method could have been resorted to again in 
the transference of the ship’s fittings and 
scrap metal into the barges for conveyance to 
Haulbowline Dockyard, where all the material 
is being stowed. 

REFLOATING EFFORTS. 

The exact method to be employed ir the 
refloating of the Celtic has not been eacer- 
tained, but in all probability as much top 
hamper as possible will first be ramnoved. 
The ship's buoyancy will be increased by the 
stowage of airtight barrels in those com part- 
ments almost flooded at high tide, and the 
refioating efforts may then be essaved with 
the help of pontoons or barges fixed to the 
ship s sides. 

In addition to the removal of the funnels 
and masts, all the lifeboats have been taken 
off, and a quantity of valuable fittings and 
ae metal, etc., has been landed at Haul. 
bowline. Of the one hundred workmen em- 
ployed at the beginning of the present opera-

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BRICK CLAY IN THE 
DUBLIN HILLS. 


SATISFACTORY RESULTS 
OF BORINGS. 


—— 
SUITABLE SITUATION 
FOR BRICKWORKS, 


———»¢ ——_ 
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Within the last few weeks a potential 
source of wealth has been discovered in the 
Dublin-Wicklow Hills. In the immediate 
weihheishead of the Lamb Station, on the 
Dublin and Blessington Steam Tramway Line, 
several veins of brick-clay have been known 
to exist for some time. It was not, however, 
until recently that the subject was imvesti- 
a from a scientific point of view. Some 
fteen or sixteen years ago Mr. Hamilton, 
who lives at the Lamb Station, had samples 
of clay taken from his land and sent to Dub- 
lin, where they were made by Messrs. Baird 
into bricks, ornamental pots, tiles, etc. The 
results were stated by experts to be of the 
finest order. Indeed, it 1s stated that the 
bricks made from the clay—deep red bricks 
of splendid solid texture—could not be 
equalled at any brickworks in these islands. 


RECENT INVESTIGATIONS. 

Within recent weeks, Herr N. Knoppel, a 
Swiss engineer and scientist, who, it is under- 
stood, has been acting under Government 
auspices, has been carrying out invesiliga- 
tions in the area. Some seventy borings, 
which have realised the most satisfactory 
results, have been made over a wide area, 
and a practically inexhausible supply of brick- 
clay has been found. 

Herr Knoppel, who returned to Switzerland 
about ten days ago, had, before leaving this 
country, completed arrangements for the pur- 
chase of over one hundred statute acres of 
land, composed of two farms which had formed 
portion of the Tinode Estate, which until 
recently was the property of Colonel Eustace 
i It is ml hh that Herr Knoppel 
is at present arranging for the financing of 
the scheme and purchase of the machinery 
requisite for the manufacture of building 
bricks and similar materials. 


SUITABLE SITUATION FOR BRICK 
KILN. 

The lands on which the brick clay is to be 
found at the Lamb are ideally situated for 
the establishment of a brick works, as they 
are situate alongside the Dublin and Blessing- 
ton line. In the fields near the Lamb the 
brick clay comes to the surface in many 
places, and in no place is the top soil very 
deep. This is an extremely valuable asset, 
as the clay can be reached with very little 
initial labour. The average depth of the 
brick clay at the Lamb is about eight feet, 
while at Lisheen, about a mile and a half 
distant, where a clay capable of providing 
the finest facing tricks is obtainable, the 
same depth is to he found. At Ballyward, 
near the River *Liffey, in the same neigh- 
bourhood, brick clay has been found to a 
depth of over thirty feet. 

A VERY DEEP SEAM. 

Herr Knoppel, it is stated, is of the opinion 
that the seam runs very much deeper, as it 
is nearly identical with a vein of clay which 
is to be found outside London, and which 
runs to a depth of between two and three 
hundred feet. 

It is pointed out locally that Kilbride 
Manor, now the residence of Colonel Scott 
Moore, which is not far from the Lamb, was, 
according to the older inhabitants of the dis- 
trict, built from bricks baked in a kiln in 
the immediate vicinity of the Manor. 

CHINA CLAY. 

Herr Knoppel, who is expected to return to 
Ireland shortly, is also stated to have found 
a valuable seam of china clay near an old 
iron mine in the vicinity. 

The development of the proposed scheme is 
being anxiously awaited by the residents of 
the® locality, which is situate about fifteen 
miles from the city.

It had 
been said that this country would not be 
industrial, but now they had got the great 
power of electricity, and all the old legends 
and belief that no important part in 
the country’s progress would ever be 
played by the West had now been 
proved to be so many fallacies. Nature 
had placed their country in a most advan- 
tageous position for the future development 
of transport. He congratulated the Organis- 
ing Committee and the people of Galway on 
the fact that, unlike the people of other 
parts, they had wasted no time in talking 
about things. 

SIR J. PURSER GRIFFITH. 

Sir John Purser Griffith, replying, said 
that Galway had a very great advantage in 
the transport of transatlantic freight. He 
was not quite certain what were the limits 
of the Port of Galway by Act of Parliament, 
but the Port of Galway would have to extend 
its docks, deepen its port and add substantial 
docks if it desired to better the service it 
accorded. Galway was, he held, a highway 
between East and West. He had come to 
the conclusion that what Galway required, 
according to his lights, was a _ harbour 
capable of accommodating vessels of all 
sizes, at all times and tides, with safety, 
and he had designed such a harbour. They 
would have to have a harbour into which 
vessels could enter and dock alongside the 
piers; for the probability was against the 
service being maintained as at present. 

Americans did not like tenders. They pre- 
ferred their liners to dock alongside the 
piers, so that they would only have to walk 
ashore. The future of Galway as a port 
had become almost a national question, but 
it was not for Galway to solve it, rather 
was it for the whole of Ireland. He be- 
lieved that it would be a good national in- 
vestment, not a good individual investment, 
for a company or city. 


PROMISE OF SUPPORT. 

Mr. E. Corbett promised full support on 
hehalf of the Galway County Council, of 
which he is Chairman, for any scheme which 
led to the development of Galway. It was 
a national, rather than a Galway, project. 

Mr. Philip O’Gorman, replying, regretted 
the absence of the Lord Mayors of Belfast 
and Cork, who, if present, could have re- 
ported to their Corporations that when Gal- 
way was developed they would have American 
letters in less than four days. When the 
Shannon scheme was completed Ireland would 
have to turn her attention to the port of 
Galway. (Cheers.) 

MR. HOGAN. 

Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
sifid that Colonel Russell had given them 
an example of courage, enterprise and prac 
tical patriotism. Nothing was more wanted 
In this country than that pioneering 
«vets They wanted men who would do 
things in the air, and in politics and business 
and in agriculture. Personally, when he 
travelled on the Continent he travelled by 
alr.

£2,500,000 AVENUE TO 
LONDON’S DOCKLAND. 


An example of the high-level or viaduct 
roadway, to which many people look for a 
solui.on of traffic problems, will be provided 
by the fine avenue from the City to London's 
dockland, work on which soon will be begun. 

To make way for the road, 500 houses in 
Whitechapel and Canning Town will be de- 
molished, and 3,600 persons will be given 
new homes, each one of which, even the flats, 
will have a garden. Rehousing will be begun 
in October. 

From the East India Dock road, near Lea- 
mouth road, it will cross the new bridge 
and decline steadily till it cuts George 
street. Then it will as gradually rise, 
and for three-quarters of a mile will 
become an elevated roadway, with 
the present Victoria Dock road, the railway, 
and the tidal basin lying beneath it.

Ample provision is made 
for the retention in a fixed zone of a 
sufficiency of British troops to defend the 
canal approaches, while the transference 
of Consular jurisdiction to the mixed 
tribunals must command the respect of 
the fair-minded, since no disciple of 
liberalism can support a system which 
operates unfairly against the natives. It 
is obvious to an enlightened understand- 
ing that the Pasha himself regards the 
proposed treaty with an equally en- 
lightened eye, and that part of his speech 
in which, when referring to the canal, he 
says that “the new project affords a new 
guarantee, while denying that the presence 
of the British forces constitutes occupa- 
tion,” shows that he is fully alive to the 
touchiness of his countrymen, Very 
wisely he has avoided as fár as possible 
any reference to the Sudan. Apart from 
the Suez Canal, the Sudan presents the 
only, other serious obstacle to a complete 
understanding in the whole Anglo- 
Egyptian question. It is in the Sudan 
that the Nile, Egypt’s cornucopia, rises, 
and it is only natural that the newly 
enfranchised nation shopld look: enviously 
towards its sources. Nevertheless, a great 
difference exists between the political 
problems of the two countries. 

It is scarcely fifty years ago since 
religious fanaticism on Egypt's southern 
frontier precipitated the crisis that over- 
whelmed Gordon at Khartoum, and was 
crushed finally only on the blood-stained 
‘sands of Omdurman. Those who have 
read the admirable book of that gifted 
‘Austrian, Slatin Pasha, “ Fire and Sword 
in the Sudan,” will realise the dangers of 
a prematurely liberal policy in that area. 
Africa and Asia change slowly, and it is 
the duty of British Ministers to recognise 


| that fact. It is of happy augury- that 


Mahmoud ‘Pasha also, if we may judge 
‘ftom the eloquence of his aposiopesis, 


|*recognises it. Indeed, we are entitled to 


hold an optimistic view of future Anglo- 
| Egyptian relations; and, in view of the 
gravity of their wider issues, we ought 
to be grateful. Few countries that are 
not powerful in themselves, could cause 
greater trouble than a dissatisfied and 
| partially independent Egypt. The Suez 
Canal to-day ‘takes the place of the 
ancient Hellespont as a trade route. A 
new siege of Troy, raging in and about 
the Nile Delta, would be enough to wreck 
our present civilisation, for all Europe 
would be ‘concerned in the result. Yester- 
day we had occasion to refer to the 
unportance of the Palestinian question, 
and, mutatis mutandis, Egypt presents the 
same problem. Fortunately, an optimistic 
note is sounded by the satisfactory 
reception of the Pasha’s Alexandria 
speech, which gives ground for the hepe 
that Wafdist intransigeance not 
prevent the ratification of the Treaty by 
the newly-constituted Egyptian Parlia- 
ment. Two tasks lie before Mahmoud 
Pasha—the re-introduction of 
mentary Government and the blending of 
it with the new Treaty. His conduct 
promises well and deserves the fullest 


support, both from Britain and Egypt.

A. Momentous Flight. 


Practical’ proof ofthe value of Ireland 
as the basis of an air-port was given 
yesterday, when Colonel Charles Russell, 
formerly chief of the Free. State Air 
Force, flew from Galway to London and 
back within the space of twelve hours. 
At dawn yesterday the German liner, 
Karlsruhe, arrived in Galway Bay, carry- 
ing mails fromthe United States. She 
was met by Colonel Russell, who took 
several thousaiids of postal: packets aboard 
his aeroplane, and- flew with them to 
Croydon, arriving there without mishap 
shortly after 11.30 a.m. He left Croydon 
again at 1.30 p.m., and was back in 
Galway at seven o'clock last evening, in 
time to attend a banquet which was given 
m his honour. Colonel Russell thus has 
proved that between twenty-four and 
thirty-six hours can be saved in the 
journey between New York and London by 
the transference of mails at Galway to an 
aeroplane. Yesterday’s flight was purely 
experimental ; but we may hope, now that 
the experiment has been made, that the 
authorities will recognise the value of 
Colonel Russell’s idea, and will inaugurate 
a regular service between either Galway 
or Queenstown and London. For several 
years Colonel Russell, who had a distin- 
guished flying record in the Great War, 
and afterwards served the Free State 
faithfully and well, has been preaching 
the need for the development of civil fly- 
ing in Ireland. He has met with many 
discouragements; for the Irish people are 
notoriously suspicious of innovation; but 
his achievement yesterday definitely has 
proved that he has been working in the 
right direction, and, if he is given proper 
support in the future, we may expect to 
see this little island in a proud position 
on the aerial map of the world.

An Older Nation. 


Will the completed results of the censuses 
taken in the Irish Free State in 1926 and 
in Northern Ireland in 1927 be published 
before the time comes round for the taking 
of a fresh census? Some remarkable 
statistics of population have been pub- 
lished this week in England. Sir George 
Newman, Chief Medical Officer of the 
Ministry of Health, has issued his annual 
report, and his’ conclusion, deduced from 
the tendency of the birth and death rates, 
is that “we are almost within sight of a 
stationary population.’’ During 1928 the 
birth-rate exceeded the death-rate by only 
five per thousand. While births grow 
fewer, lives grow longer, and Sir George 
Newman ocstimates that by 1950 the 
middle-aged and elderly folk will be more 
than twice as numerous as the children. 
The nation, in effect, is become a nation 
of the elderly ; no longer does young blood 
predominate. Emigration of the young 
intensifies this tendency. Happily, if the 
English people are, as the saying is, 
getting on in years, they also are growing 
healthier. Infant mortality was in 1928 
the lowest ever recorded. The toll of 
tuberculosis fell from 53,120 lives in 1911 
to 26,623 lives in 1928. Alone among the 
major diseases cancer has grown more 
deadly. With the wakening of the nation 
to the danger, it may be hoped that earlier 
diagnosis will become the rule, with, as a 
consequence, prompter treatment, whether 
by the surgeon’s knife or by the admirable 
new technique of radium-therapy. Among 
the good omens that Sir George Newman 
notes is the greater interest which the 
public now displays in dietetic questions. 
Milk still is insufficiently consumed, 
largely, it is thought, owing to prejudice 
concerning the condition of milk which

Why is it necessary for Saorstát Éireann 
to spend £11,000 every year on imported 
shell-fish? Why should not Irish fisheries 
supply the whole of Ireland’s needs in 
shell-fish and fresh fish. These questions 
are posed to-day, and some answer is 
essayed. The fluctuations in the output 
of the Irish oyster beds is remarkable. In 
some years the number of oysters raised 
runs far into the third million; in some 
years it sinks to half a million. Some- 
times the annual value of oyster exports 
amounts to about £14,000; sometimes it 
falls to a sixth of that sum. Among the 
questions concerning oysters that the 
average Irishman is disposed to ask is 
why, in the land that breeds them, they 
are so scarcé and so costly. The same 
question is asked anent salmon. Ireland's 
waters yield two products so delicious that 
for their sake alone it is small wonder 
that the Milesians—if there is any truth 
in that fable—travelled so far and so 
patiently in search of our island. Never- 
theless, oysters and salmon are luxuries 
that come within the reach of the average 
Irish household only when something so 
prodigious as a world war or a general 
strike suspends cross-Channel ‘trafic. It 
is difficult not to believe that, if our 
fisheries were worked economically and 
energetically, oysters and salmon would 
be available for the home market at 
reasonable prices as well as for export. 
Did the Romans, those connoisseurs of the 
oyster, ever taste oysters from what now 
is Carlingford Lough? “I have been in 
Britain, that western land of romance,’ 
says Cesar in Mr. Bernard Shaw's play. 
“I went there in search of its famous 
pearls. The. British pearl was a fable ; 
but in searching ior it I found the British 
oyster.’ “ All posterity, says Apollo- 
dorus, “will bless you for it.’ What 
might not have happened if Cesar or 
some bon-vivant among the high officers on 
the Wall had received consignments from 
the Irish oyster beds?

FILM OF THE WEEK. 


**NOAH’S ARK.” 


**Noah’s Ark,” a Warner Brothers’ pic 
ture, which is being shown for the first time 
in Dublin at the Capitol this week, is a 
splendid dramatic and photographic produc- 
tion, and those to whom the noise of battle, 
the clash of arms, and the deadly work 
of bayonet, bomb and rifle still appeal, will 
find in this picture features which will hold 
fast their attention during the best part of 
two hours. There is, however, also much 
that will be appreciated by those whose in- 
terest embraces the historical creations of 
Biblical days. 

In the production a parallel is drawn of 
the world-influencing events that occurred in 
the days of Noah and in the Great War 
of 1914-18, each of which the author suggests 
as visitations from Providence to overcome 
the lust for gold and hate—the worship of 
the Golden Calf in Noah’s day and the get- 
rich-quick methods of the present day. To 
re-create the conditions of the Biblical days 
was an immense task, but the attempt was 
a magnificent one, and it will be readily 
believed that the research necessary for such 
a production was spread over two years. 
The studio occupied an area of 38 acres, 
three sides of which were flanked by temples 
and the Pagan palace, the latter measuring 
380 feet by 110 feet, with a height of 85 
feet. A million gallons of water were used 
to flood the palace, and to provide under 
pressure to wash away huge concrete idols, 
pillars and walls, one of these idols weigh- 
ing no less than 15 tons. If these episodes 
of the time of the Ark were somewhat out 
of proportion to that section of the picture 
leaden with the world war, the dramatic 
and photographic work associated with each 
period of history was a great work of art. 

The picture is described as an all sound 
and talking production, but because there 
is so little talk it is a bit disappointing. On 
the other hand, the orchestration is really 
excellent. Dolores Costello was the Miriam 
of Noah’s day and the Mary of war days, 
and of each part, both as Japhet’s betrothed 
and the young wife of an American soldier, 
she gave truly delightful studies. 

George O’Brien in the dual réles of ney st 
and Travis (the sdldier) portrayed these 

arts with a very fine success, while Noah 

eery was a typical Russian intelligence 
officer attached to the General Headquarters 
Staff, filling the part of King Nephelim 
equally successfully.

THE HAGUE.

| GALWAY, Monday. 

Colonel Russel] this morning opened a 
new chapter in the history of the Free 
State's civil aviation when he took off 
from Oranmore aerodrome, County Gal. 
Way, on an air-mail flight that for the 
first time. has linked Ireland with Great 
Britain and both countrics with the 
United. States of America, Ten vears 
have passed since civil aviation was 
inaugurated between Croydon and Paris 
by the flight of the first passenger-bearing 
aeroplane. Gsiway, however, is proud of 
its associaticn witla the Free State’s latest 
enterprise, and peuple here recall] that. the 
first great trans-Atlantic flight—that of 
Alcock and Brown-—was completed on 
their county soil ten years ago. They 
remind one that when the Junkers mono.’ 
plane Bremen, with Huenefeld, Kéh! and 
Fitzmaurice, started on its famous flight 
across the- Atlantic from East to West. it 
passed within a few miles of the spots 
where .leock and Brown landed and 
whence Colonel’ Russel] set forth on his 
flicht to-day. 


THE LINER COMES IN SIGHT. 

This morning as dawn broke the North 
German Lloyd Karlsruhe’s lights were 
secn some miles out in the bay. In Gal- 
way City all was movement. From 5.20 
enward motor cars sped towards Oran- 
more, and soon they stretched in an 
apparently unending line along the road. 

A few minutes after six o'clock the fast 
motor launch drew alongside the Karls- 
ruhe, took aboard the special mail bag 
from New York, and sped back to the 
harbour. Here a motor car, with six bags 
of mails from Galway awaited it. Within 
nine minutes the car had traversed the 
eizht miles. to Oranmore, where the 
Vickers aeroplane was warming up her 
engines, and the mails were put aboard 
without delay. 

In the meantime, the small Moth pilot 
‘plane was hovering, while the aerial 
photographer in the rear seat took photo- 
craphs of the start. Around the ‘plane 
hundreds of. people looked on with intense 
interest, and when; at 7.30, the Vickers 
acraplane taxied aeross the field for the 
take-off, a great cheer went up. Then the 
powerful engine roared, and within a 
hundred. yards, the machine was in 
the air, and the pilot gained height with 
a magnificent stcep-climbing, banking 
turn that drew another cheer of approval! 
from the crowd. In a few seconds, as it 
seemed, the aeroplane was lost to sight 
ou her swift progress towards the East. 

Then all returned to Galway City to 
await the news of Colonel Russell s safe 
arrival with the mails at Croydon. In 
time. they learned that the machine had 
Janded at Croydon at 11.35 a.m. The 
actual flying time was just about three 
houts, for the ‘plane was compelled to 
land at Baldonnel Aerodrome to refuel 
and to enable Colonel Russell and his 
companion pilot, Captain Summers, to get 
breakfast. 

The Vickers Vixen, though.a slichtly 
faster machine ‘than the Vickers Valiant. 
which was damaged in the attempted start 
last Friday, has not the same long 
range—one thousand miles non-stop—as 
the Vickers Valiant, and on account of 
the heavy load of mails she catried it 
was necessary to cut down further the 
fuél supply, thus entailing the one stop 
en route. for.refuelling purposes. 


In all, something like twenty thousand 
pieces of. mail. were carried, ahd. the | 
Galway post office authorities state that | 
several thousand pieces of mai] had to be 
rejected, as the machine was actually 
carrying more than the prescribed load. 


PRESIDENT’ COSGRAVE’S MESSAGE. 

President Cosgrave, with Dr. Fogarty, 
Bishop of Killaloe, motored from Ennis 
at six o'clock this morning to be present 
at ‘the start of the air mail flight.

At the banquet held in the Hotel Royal 
to-night was an attendance of more than 
one hundred people. from all parts-of the 
Free State.

On his proposal, the toast of “Ireland” 
was honoured. 

The Most Rev. Dr. O'Doherty, Bishop of 
Galway, proposing the toast of “Colonel 
Russell, Our Guest,’’ said that wis 
was a great pleasure and privilege. 
They were celebrating an epoch-making 
event in the history of Galway;

There was no doubt whatever, whetMer it 
be Galway or Bantry Bay, Jreland’s 
geographical position was bound to 
establish a world port on the West Coast. 
In plain fact, Halifax was, to beats like 
the Mauretania or the Bremen, three and 
a half davs from the West Coast oí 
Ireland. and London, as Captain Summers 
md himself proved that day, was two 
hours and fifty-one minutes by air from 
Oranmore.

Colonel Russell. added that one of the 
most interesting letters he carried was 
irom the Most Rev. Dr. O'Doherty, Bishop 
of Galway, bearing. greetings to the Most 
Rev. Dr. Amigo, the famous Bishop oí 
Southwark; and in the history of their 
country, Galway was now recognised <n 
both sides of the Atlantic us the connect- 
ing link between the Old World and the 
New. The flight that had been so success- 
fully concluded that day would, a few 
years ago, have been considered as 
impossible, 

Some time ago a meeting called ‘to 
develop aviation in Ireland put forward 
a scheme proposing to a run a regular 
daily service between London and Dublin. 
and also to cater for the requirements of 
Galway and Cobh. They did not propose 
to inaugurate regular services between 
London and the latter two ports, because 
it would not be an economic proposition 
to do so, but they were prepared to pro- 
vide any service that was required. 

It was.time that the Irish people in- 
terested themselves in aviation. They 
must train their pilots; if they did not 
evelop aviation in Ire- 
Jand, because they could never breed the 
right type to man the Irish aircraft of the 
future, both military and civilian. He 
thanked the Galway Chamber of Com- 
merce for their assistance; the Vickers 
Company for providing the machine and 
paying the costs, and the Shell Company 
for the magnificent service they had put 
at bis disposal.

NO PRESSURE BROUGHT 
ON GERMANY. 


From Revter’s -CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

It is reported in well-informed circles that 
the reply handed by M. Jaspar, the Belgian 
Premier, to-day to Nír. Snowden states that 
the French, Belgian, Italian and Japanese 
delegates have not brought any pressure to 
bear on Germany to obtain increased pay- 
meriis from. her. 

The menorandum of the four Powers states 
that they are ready to pay Great Britain, in 
addition to the annuities provided for by the 
Young Plan, a supplementary annual pay- 
ment of 28 million gold imarks, or about 60 
per cent. of the sum demanded by Great 
syitain (46 millions), 

Of these 28 million gold marks. twelve 
miiiions would be furmished by France. 
two bv Belgium and fourteen by Italy. 
france and Belgium would raise the money 
necessary for the service of this annuity out 
of the share which would come to them from 
the undistributed balance of the Young plan. 

ITALY’S SHARE. ! 

Of Italy’s contribution, seven million gold 
marks would come from the sums allotted to 
her as cover for her war debts, and she would 
guarantee the payment to Great Britain of an 
annual sum of 7,000,000 gold marks from 
various payments which she hopes to recover 
from other debtors. 

The Note further points out the important 
economic advantages that Great Britain would 
derive from the Young plan in regard to 
deliveries in kind. Italy in particular, it 
states, agrees to take a million tons of coal 
less per annum from Germany, and two- 
thirds of the deliveries of German coal, it is 
agreed, shall be transported by rail.

Sir Herman Gollancz, in a letter to The 
Times regarding the Wailing Wall. writes :— 
Why: was not this bone of contention dealt 
with—the question of the Wailing. Wall taken 
up and disposed of at the outset.

PALESTINE TROUBLE.

On the contrary, something 
of the kind should have ‘been foreseen, in 
view of the angry demonstrations which 
occurred in connection With the long-standing 
quarrel about the ‘‘ Wa:ling Wall.” It was 
a mistake ever to have allowed the provoca- 
tive demonstration of Young Zionists in the 
Moslem area. It was a mistake to have 
allowed the Arab counter-demonstration the 
following day at the ‘‘ Wailing Wall.”

Yet 
no steps seemed to have been taken to pro- 
vide a force capable of maintaining order. 


THE ARAB AND EGYPT,

on the fiery nature and quick temper of the 
Arab, regardless of the fact that his nature 
has always been fiery, his temper invariably 
short.

QUIET RESTORED IN 
JERUSALEM. 


FIRST OFFICIAL FIGURES 


OF CASUALTIES. 
From Reuter’s CORRFRPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Monday. 

In Jerusalem fourteen Jews have been 
killed, ten Moslems and three Christians. 

Five people of different communities 
have died as a result of their wounds. 

Thirty-seven Jews, twenty Moslems and 
one Christian have been seriously 
wounded. ; 

Of those slightly wounded sixty-six are 
Jews, thirty-two are Moslems and fifteen 
are Christians. 

These figures are given by the Palestine 
Government, and are the first official 
statistics supplied since the Arab cut- 
break started on Friday. 

The official communiqué of the Palestine 
Government states that Jerusalem is now 
quiet, and that the British infantry, Air 
Force and armoured cars are being 
utilised to keep order. British police and 
special-constables are being posted in all 
parts of the town and in the suburbs 
around Jerusalem. 

In Hebron over forty-five Jews and 
eight Moslems have been killed, adds the 
oficial communiqué, and over fifty-nine 
Jews and ten Moslems have been wounded. 
Order has now been.re-established. 


FURTHER CASUALTIES. 


The districts of Gaza and Beersheba 
are quiet. Demonstrations have been held 
at Ramleh and Ludd, but they went off 
quietly without any untoward incidents. 

A crowd of Arabs attempted to rush the 
police barracks at Nablus. The attack 
was repelled, but two Arabs were gravely 
wounded, while eight were slightly 
wounded. 

In the clash between Arabs and Jews 
at Beisan two Jews were seriously hurt, 
while eight were slightly injured. 

In the town of Safed there is tension 
between Arabs and Jews, but the situa- 
tion has improved sincé the arrival of 
British police. and of members of the 
trans-Jordan Frontier Force. 

Arabs have attacked the suburb of 
Hadar Hacarmel, about Haifa, but the 
Arabs were driven. baci. 

Aircraft and armoured cars from 
Ammam have been ‘operating in various 
parts of the country. 

Fifty soldiers arrived on Saturday, and 
600 on -Sunday-; 450 more are arriving on 
Monday. A crujser is arriving on Tues- 
day.

PROTECTION OF AMERICANS. 

Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of State, 
has instructed General Dawes to express 
to the British Foreign Office the earnest 
hope that the British Government “would 
take immediate and comprehensive 
measures ‘to protect American lives and 
property in Jerusalem.” 

With regard to these instructions to 
General Dawes, Mr. Stimson says that 
the step was quite a normal and natural 
one for the Administration to take, and 
that the instructions were only sent to 
Genera]. Dawes after a considerable 
number of Americans had been killed. 


BELIEF IN BRITAIN. 

While the State Department officials 
are much interested in the. Holy. Land 
happenings, there is no tendency whatever 
here to blame Great Britain or to hold 
her responsible in any way. The general 
opinion seems to be that the British 
naval and military authorities will 
quickly be in contro] of the situation and 
will prevent further bloodshed. 

A report that Lord Reading, who was 
formerly. Ambassador here, is being sent 
on a special mission to Palestine, is 
regarded in political circles as implying a 
bold and far-sighted policy on the part of 
the British Government. 

DEPUTATION TO MR. HOOVER. 

President Hoover, it is understood, will 
give an audience on Tuesday to members 
of the Zionist organisation of America, 
who intend placing before him a full 
account of the situation in Palestine. 

The shock caused by receipt of the news 
of the attack on the.

NIGHT IN CARS. . 


LOS ANGELES, Monday.

Meanwhile, plans 
for the material comfort of the travellers 
in the silver difigible have not been 
neglected. They were whisked away as 
soon .as possible after the 
ceremonies to rooms, prepared for them in 
the best hotels in the-city. 

ILLNESS OF COMMANDER, 

The trip was only marred by the illness 
of Dr. Eckener as a result of the strain 
of the voyage. So soon: as the dirigible 
landed he hurried to an hotel in a state of 
exhaustion to get a complete rest before 
the time to resume the flight. 

The passengers are all enthusiastic 
about the voyage 

Sir Hubert Wilkins said that it was 

leasant to take a trip for pleasure and 

free from responsibility, and he con- 
gratulated Dr. Eckener on the success of 
the flight. He added: ‘‘ Before the air 
lines can -be operated successfully, how- 
ever, we must have greater co-operation 
among the weather experts.’’ 

Lady Drummond Hay described the trip 
as marvellous, though not so fhrilling as 
the record-breaking flight from New York 
to Friedrichshafen. 

Lieutenant-Commander Rosendahl, the 
hero of the disaster to the American. air- 
ship, Shenandoah, said: ‘‘I enjoyed every 
minute of it. What impressed me most 
was the remarkable mond and. ability to 
take advantage of every wind.” 

The engineers of the dirigible reported 
that she 1s in perfect shape and ready to 
proceed so soon as her fuel supply is 
replenished.

He believes that world public opinion 
will erystalise with the realisation that the 
settlement here is not the Germans fault but 
the responsibility of the Allies alone.

By an extraordinary and happy co- 
incidence this inauguration of increased 
facilities for telephonic communication 
occurs at a time when a meritorious effort 
is being made to speed up delivery of 
mails by the Galway-London Air Service. 


GREETINGS ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 

|. "Phe imaugural eall was timed for 
shortly after 12.30 p.m., and at precisely 
12.40 Mr. Heffernan took up the receiver, 
spoke some words of greeting to Mr. 
Miller, and then read a formal message of 
congratulation on the achievements of the 
company. — 

A number of technical experts and high 
officials in the telephonic service were 
bite and all were greatly impressed 
y the clarity of the reception. Mr. 
Heffernan spoke in quite a normal! voice, 
as if he were carrying on a conversation 
with another office in the same building 
and Mr. Miller’s voice, when he spoke 
later to an Irish Times representative, was 
remarkably clear. The atmospherics were 
kind, indeed, and there were no interrup- 
tions throughout the short conversation 
with our representative. Mr. Miller then 
spoke to other Pressmen gathered in Mr. 
Heffernan’s office, and joked on the 

lorious morning it was in New York. 

‘hen speaking Mr. Miller told our repre- 
sentative that he was only dressed in 
pyjamas and dressing-gown. He had just 
arisen; for 12.30 p.m. in Ireland means 
7 a.m. in America. Mr. Miller’s capacity 
for early rising bears witness to the fact 
that business men in America generally 
are not heavy sleepers. 

Mr. Heffernan for some minutes carried 
on an informal conversation with Mr. 
Miller, telling him that he hoped he would 
visit Ireland in the near future, and then 
read a formal message the text of which 
was as follows :— 

A MESSAGE FROM IRELAND. 

It gives me great pleasure to take part 
to-day in this och opting of a public 
telephone service across the Atlantic, 
between Dublin and North America. The 
deep sympathy and community of interest 
which have long existed between the 
citizens of your great Republic and the 
people of Ireland will be materially 
strengthened by this new personal link 
which the march of science and the enter- 
prise of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Compuny have made available. The 
barrier of distance will disappear and kith 
and kin Jong separated will be enabled 
once again to hear each other’s voices as 
though they were face to face. Business 
relations will be facilitated and en- 
couraged; social intercourse will be 
facilitated ; and the efforts to bring about 
permanent peace amongst the world 
nations promoted. Although for the 
moment the service at this end must for 
technical reasons be confined to Dublin, 
our aim will be to extend it, so that in 
course of time personal communication 
between all parts. of both countries may 
be readily feasible. Developments in this 
connection will, 1 feel sure, be consider- 
ably assisted by the further great under- 
taking which your company has now in 
hands—I refer to the new submarine tele- 
phone cable which it is contemplated to 
lay within the next couple of years—and 
I am glad to think that we in Ireland 
have been of some assistance in the matter 
of intermediate landing facilities. I con- 
gratulate your company upon its success- 
ful achievements in the past and extend 
the best wishes of my Administration for 
its future undertakings. JI have now much 
pleasure in declaring the service open to 
the public. 

AMERICA CHATS WITH THE IRISH 
PRESS. 

Mr. Heffernan then handed the receiver 
to our representative, who spoke with Mr. 
Miller for some precious moments, valued 
at £3 2s. per minute. Asked his im- 
pressions of Ireland, Mr. Miller said that 
it was a “dear-old country,” he enjoyed 
thoroughly every moment of his ‘holiday 
here, and hoped to visit Ireland soon 
again. 

“You evidently like early 
queried our representative. 

“Yes, I do, but who wouldn't get up 
early for a chat with the Free State,’’ 
replied Mr. Miller. 

Another Dublin Pressman, on taking 
the receiver, said: ‘‘Oh, Mr. Miller, I 
am very pleased to meet you again,’’ and 
then, sensing his mistake, he. corrected 
himself; “or, rather, hear your voice.’’ 
One has a faint suspicion that the chuckle 
of laughter that followed the correction 
was heard jn America. 

The various conversations - occupied 
fifteen minutes, and at the conclusion of 
the talk Mr. Heffernan bid Mr. Miller a 
long farewell—ameant on terms of distance. 
The receiver back on the rest, Mr. 
Heffernan busied himself with office 
papers, and, when asked by our repre- 
sentative his impression of the conversa- 
tion across the ether, he remarked: “It 
was as exciting as a one hundred yards 
race. '' 

The route taken by the message, which 
will be the recognised trans-Atlantic route 
for all messages from Ireland, was via 
Belfast, Douglas, Blackpool, London and 
New York. 

COSTLY CONVERSATIONS. 

The fee for a three-minute call from 
Dublin to America has been fixed at 
£9 6s., every additional minute being 
charged at £5 2s. For the ‘present the 
service will be confined to Dublin, but an 
indication was contained in Mr. 
Heffernan’s message to New York that in 
a short time the facilities will be extended. 

The service has been given an' auspicious 
send-off, and it is hoped that the wish to 
conduct business or whisper soft greetings 
to exiles in America over the 'phone at 
the cost of £3 2s. per minute will grow 
with the prosperity of the Free State.

p remedy which he found in the evening, 
when a local business man agreed to cash the 
cheques which were then issued to the men, 
and a rather critical situation was relieved.

LORD EDWARD ARTHUR 
GROSVENOR. 


Lord Edward Arthur Grosvenor, a son of 
the first Duke of Westminster and Com- 
mander of the 6lst County of London 
Auxiliary Air Force Squadron, died in the 
Isle of Wight yesterday in his thirty-seventh 
year. Originally .an officer in the Royal 
Horse Guards (the Blues), he saw active ser- 
vice with the R.N.A.S., in which he held the 
rank of Flight-Commander, and in 1925 he 
was given the command of the 6lst County 
of London Auxiliary Air Force Squadron. 
His interest in aviation goes back to the days 
before the war, and he encouraged many 
friends to take up flying as a hobby. His 
squadron included a number of young pilot- 
owners, two of his recruits — Dr. White- 
head Reid, the flying doctor, of Canterbury, 
and Mr. Nigel Norman. He married in 1914 
Lady Dorothy Browne, daughter of the Earl 
of Kenmare.

THE RIGHT HON. SIR ERNEST 
MASON ‘SATOW, G.C.M.G. 


The Right Hon. Sir Ernest Mason Satow. 
G.C.M.G., a former British Minister to 
Japan, died yesterday at Oltery St. Mary. 
Devon, .at the age of 86. He had had@e 
distinguished career in the Diplomatie 
Service, and at one time his name was 
especially prominent in connection with the 
Far East, where he was successively British 
Minister to Japan and China. His official 
association with Japan began at the very 
cutset of his career, when at the age of 
eighteen he was appointed stndent-interpreter 
In Japan. “He was destined to remain there 
for twenty-three years. Ip 1863 he accom- 
panied. Colonel Neale, His Majesty’s Chargé 
d* Affaires, and was present on board H.M.S. 
Argus atrthe action of Kagoshima. He acted 
also as interpreter to Admiral Ku Per in the 
folowing year, when a combined fleet entered 
the Straits of Simonosaki and destroyed 
Javanese batteries. 

la 1884 Mr. Satow was appointed Agent 
and Consul-General at Bangkok, being pro- 
mited Minister-Resident in the following 
year. Subsequently he was British Minister 
to Uruguay, and aftefwards to Morocco. The 
year 1895 saw. his return. to Japan as 
Ministers in that year also he was created 

C.M.G. Five years later Sir Ernest pro- 
ceeded to Pekin as head of the- British 
Legation. He remained in China until 1906. 
In the following year he was appointed a 
British Plenipotentiary to the Peace Con.

THE TRAMWAYS STRIKE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Str,—Many suggestions for settling the 
tramway dispute have already come forward ; 
but to my mind none of these will materialise 
to any extent. Perhaps, I am a pessimist ; 
but here are my reasons for my statement. 

The sum total of the dispute is that the 
Tramway Company seek to reduce the wages 
of their employés in order to maintain the 
satisfactory dividends paid to their share- 
holders during recent years. 

Until a year or two ago the D.U.T. Com- 
pany had a BS of city passenger trans- 
port, while now they are faced with extensive 
competition. I recognise, of course, that with 
their liabilities of way-leaves, etc:, the Tram- 
way Company are handicapped in meeting 
this competition. However, instead of ex- 
ploring the possibilities of having these 
charges reduced, or turning their attention to 
overhead expenses, they take the drastic step 
of wage reduction, when, surely, they realise 
that even without a “cut. the wages paid to 
their employés were barely adequate. One 
must believe that’ the Tramway Company 
most certainly anticipated the present strike, 
and have seen, and still see, that the wages 
paid to their employés cannot bear reduction. 
The only idea, therefore, in my opinion, in 
their pursuing that policy was to focus at- 
tention on the way-leave charges, which 
point your correspondent ‘‘ Scrutator” took 
u “ 


Assuming my assertion is correct, the in- 
convenience to the public who support them 
was not considered in trying to accomplish 
their ends in such a roundabout and 
unbusinesslike manner. The City Commis- 
sioners are quite right in refusing to be 
levered in such a fashion into meeting the 
D.U.T. Company’s indirect. demands. 

Trade competition recently has forced many 
companies to pay reduced dividends,. while 
paying their employés living wages. I hope 
that this will be the settlement eventually 
arrived at in the present dispute, and I, for 
one, am prepared to wait a while for that, 
paying my tram fares savings meanwhile to 
my hoot repairer.—Yours, etc., ‘* Ferx.’’

Srtr,—1 observe in the current, issue of your 
valuable journal that certain members of the 
Dail have been interviewed regarding the 
position that has arisen out of the tramway 
strike. I did not intend trespassing on the 
courtesy you have always extended to me, 
but, in view of the startling suggestions 
made by Mrs. Collins-O’Driscoll, I must ask 
your permission to allow me to present to 
your readers the effect of the proposal on 
those who are asked to work it out, 

In the course of a letter Mrs. Collins- 
O’Driscoll states: “ It occurs to me that it 
would be good business on the part of the 
ratepayers to agree to the foregoing of the 
£15,000 paid for way-leaves in order to save 
the balance of the £84,000. Some further 
easements might be made in the matter of 
rates. It is manifestly unfair to charge the 
Tramway Company on as high a valuation 
when the trams are earning no dividend as 
when they were able to pay six or seven 
per cent.” It is obvious from the foregoing 
that Mrs. O’Driscoll does not represent the 
section of the community for which she pur- 
ports to speak, namely, the ratepayers of this 
city. In fact, I am of opinion that of all the 
deputies interviewed, who very graciously gave 
their opinion as to what could, or what could 
not, be done, it is extremely doubtful whether 
a single one could be said to represent either 
the ratepayers of Dublin or the property- 
owners of An Saorstat. 

The present position of the Tramway Com- 
pany is one of undoubted seriousness; but it 
was inevitable. The Tramway Company is 
suffering from the ordinary law of economics 
applicable to transport in all parts of the 
world. There has bun a revolution in the 
system of transport and the old order has 
changed, yielding place to the new, In many 
parts of the British Empire large municipal 
undertakings have by force of circumstance 
been compelled to scrap trams and substitute 
the more rapid, more mobile, and more 
efficient form of transport—’ buses. 

The Dublin United Tramway Company 
looked upon the development of motor tran- 
spot with contempt; and they felt so secure 
m their alleged monopoly that they refused 
point blank to put "buses on the suburban 
routes not served by any system of com- 
munity transport. Eventually it was brought 
home rather forcibly to them that the Irish 
people were not slaves to custom; that they 
were marching with the times, and if the 
Tramway Company was possessed with a de- 
sire to live it should cater for the desires of 
the travelling public. 

"Buses were eventually put on the road, 
but, unfortunately, in many instances for the 
purpose of squeezing out the small "bus 
operators. Then they started the fare-cutting 
war, with the result that the tram-fares at 
present work out at less than ld. per mile 
for most of their routes, which is virtually 
down to pre-war level. This is thé real ex- 
planation of the Tramway Company’s de- 
pleted revenue. It should be pointed out to 
our worthy politicians that if the Tramway 
Company is to pay its way, taking into ac- 
count that wages and other charges are con- 
siderably in excess of the pre-war standard, 
then its income must be brought into line.

Sir,—I note the distinction between over- 
draft and loan made by Mr. Hennessy in 
your issue of 24th inst. This distinction, how- 
ever, was not made in a recent discussion on 
the subject I had with a high Irish bank 
official. I feel sure your readers would like 
Mr. Hennessy to answer the following 
questions :— 

(1) Why do the Irish banks differentiate 
against overdrafts on ‘* gilt-edged’’ security ° 

(2) Do the Irish banks charge more than 
the English banks charge for an overdraft on 
the same quality of security? 

I have not made the statement, nor have I 
implied it, that there should be no differentia- 
tion against a loan or an overdraft on 
security inferior to Government stock trang¢- 
ferred. Mr. Hennessy must be aware that 
Irish banks are lending money in some cases 
at present even without guarantees or the 
deposit. of scrip or deeds at 7 per cent., feel- 
ing satisfied, of course, in doing so that 
their risk is sufficiently covered by the 
stability and soundness of the borrowers, but 
it seems to me and others, having regard to 
this fact, that borrowers who deposit scrip 
or deeds, or furnish guarantees, should enjoy 
an advantage over borrowers in the former 
category of from one-half of one per cent, to 
14 per cent. in the interest rate according to 
the class of security. Mr. Hennessy’s de- 
scription of my reference to the interest 
tables as “‘ too contemptible ” is not justified 
by the facts. The operation of the tables is 
inclined in favour of the banks, however 
slightly, as any borrower can prove by taking 
the trouble. 

I should have been interested in Mr. 
Hennessy’s opinion on my reference to the 
superfluity of banks in Ireland.—Yours, etc.,

Until capital is provided not much can be 
done for the development of the fishing in- 
dustry.

rom 1909 to 1913 the annual catch averaged 
5,500,000, with annual values ran ing trot 
£6,153 to £8,156. In 1914 the ees dropped 
to 1,865,934, walued at £4,130; and in 1915 
it was even smaller, the value being £3,546. 
The three-million figure was again exceeded 
in 1916, when a catch worth £8,048 was 
secured, while in 1918 a catch of 2,598,887 
was worth £8,603. A further improvement 
took place in 1919, when 5,340,198 oysters 
were valued at £12,398, while the " peak 
year was 1920, when 3,620,764 oysters were 
worth £13,815. In 1921 the catch fel] to 
1,587,939, worth £5,690, and in 1922 low 
water-mark was reached, when the catch 
stood at 582,041 oysters, worth £2,098. Im 
provements took place during the next three 
years, when catches, worth £10,533, £11,975 
and £9,409, were made, though the average 
catch was not more than 2,2 5000.

A FALLING OFF. 

The tendency for the catch is rather down- 
wards, and on account of the shortage prices 
have advanced. There has been a consider- 
able mortality amongst oysters for some time, 
for much of which the slipper limpet is be- 
lieved to be responsible. This may be the 
cause of the oyster decline, but it is more 
likely to be due to the failure of private 
ovster bed owners to restock. It is regret - 
table that this should be so, in view of the 
export demand for oysters. Of course, theie 
are difficulties in the way, because an oyster 
bed lies out in the sea between high and low 
water-mark, and it is not easy to protect 
them from interference. 

The larger oyster beds that are public have 
been doing weil, espcially one at Tralee 
where considerable catches were landed, and 
prices were very satisfactory, which shows 
what can be done if the country had the 
stocks. Certain energetic oyster bed owners 
are taking pains to restock their beds, and 
where this 1s being done the Department of 
Fisheries is hopeful for the future Most of 
the restocking is done with American spat, 
but a considerable quantity comes from Hol- 
land and Denmark. 

When asked by an Jrish Times. represen- 


j tative if the Department of Fisheries sup- 


plied spat for restocking private beds, Mr. 
L. ©. Moriarty. Secretary of that Depart- 
ment, stated that it did nothing more than 
let oyster bed owners know where they could 
purchase spat. 

Oyster beds can be preserved on a private 
owner taking out a licence, after satisfying 
the Ministry that he intends to develop the 
industry. That licence gives him the 
exclusive right to oysters in that particular 
area. There are fifty-two of these licences 
in force all round the Free State, although 
not more than 25 per cent. of the beds are 
properly looked after by the licence holders. 
The Minister for Fisheries has cancelled 
several licences in consequence already, and 
is understood to contemplate more drastic 
action in connection with the privileges 
which licence holders enjoy, unless there is 
some improvement. 

Some beds have been allowed to become 
covered with sand or mud, and, therefore, 
become useless for planting. In other cases 
the ground originally selected was unsuitable 
for the profitable production of oysters. 


SUCCESSFUL FISHING. 

Very successful fishing is carried on in 
Carlingford: Lough, and a great deal of the 
export of this shell fish is from these oyster 
beds. The Department of Fisheries have an 
officer looking after the public beds in 
Galway Bay and in. Clew Bay by seeing that 
dredging is carried on by the fishermen in 
their small boats in a legal manner—the 
chief law being that small, immature oysters 
shall not be lifted. 

The ovster fisheries on Galway Bay and the 
County Clare coast have fallen away consider- 
ably. but it is known that efforts are being 
made to replant some of the beds in the 
Burren district. This operation is rather costly 
and progress is generally slow, but in the 
hands of intelligent planters, and with proper 
protection against poaching, there is no rea- 
son why these beds should not return to their 
former fertility. 

There are public oyster beds in Kenmare, 
Tralee Bay, :n the estuary of the Shannon, 
at the head of Galway Bay, to the North of 
Sivne Head near Killery Harbour, Clew 
Bay, Blacksod Bay, along the coast of Shgo 
near Rosses Point, stretching towards Done- 
gal, while there are a limited number of 
beds in the Lough Swilly and Innishowen 
districts. | Extensive public beds flourished 
fifty years ago on the sea coast between Wick- 
low and Wexford. An effort was made last 
rear by the Arklow fishermen to exploit these 

‘but without success, as sand had 
covered them up. 


MUSSELS AND WINKLES. | 

Even more important than oysters is the 
trade in mussels and winkles, of which large 
quantities are exported. Escollops, too, are 
a dainty shellfish much appreciated, while 
more important still are lobsters. During 
the last two years boisterous weather during 
the summer months has prevented fishermen 
making their usual catch of lobsters in their 
small canoes. 

The Department of Fisheries has been en- 
couraging fishermen to adopt a more power- 
ful boat, fitted with a motor, by granting 
loans for this purpose. 

It is satisfactory to note that our fishermen 
are taking up this method of following lob- 
sters, and an increase in the lobster trade is 
taking place in consequence. The increase in 
the number of French poachers has brought 
home the possibilities of the industry more 
effectively to our fishermen than any amount 
of advice.

HARD LOT OF AN OLDEN

The Galway County Council's recent an- 
nouncement that at its meeting on ólst 
August it will consider applications for the 
post. of poor rate collector for the islands 
of Inishmaam and Inisheer, on the Galway 
coast, has been received with indignation and 
resentment by the poverty-stricken islanders. 

The inhabitants of the Aran Islands feel 
that at a time when they should be protected 
from the starvation that faces many families 
hroughout the winter, they are being 
victimised; that any little flicker of hope 
which they can see in the darkness ahead 
is being extinguished, without thought of 
what must befall both the young and old. 
Unfortunately in their case, it was stated to 
the /rish Times, they have no means oi 
inducing the County Council to stay its 
hands in the matter of appointing a rate 
collector. Their only hope of support lies 
in the sympathy and common-sense of public 
men in the West. 

A few people on the islands are in receipt 
of home assistance .for short periods, and 
many who are ineligible for such help have 
had their last chance of earning anything 
cut off by the failure of the fishing on the 
coast. Social services on the two islands 
concerned—apart from education—there are 
none, and the question generally asked is 
what the County Council intends to do 
towards the amelioration of the distress if it 
can squeeze from the nearly empty pockets 
of the islanders the amount of poor rate now 
demanded. There are no roads on the islands, 
such as those on the mainland, and none 
are required. There is “no water 
supply, though one is urgently re- 
quired. At present the inhabitants of the 
islands have to depend on streams often 
contammated, and im dry weather water has 
to be taken from small lakes whose water ‘is 
of doubtfal quality. 

THE ISLANDERS’ PLIGHT. 

The position which confronts the islanders 
was sketched to an /rish Times representative 
in an interview yesterday with Captain 
Thomas G. F. McCombie, who for * many 
years was connected with the Irish Lights on 
the Western coast, and is, therefore, well 
aware of the condition of the people He said 
that it was hard for people who had not been 
immediately in touch with the islanders to 
realise or to visualise the poverty in which 
they lived. Instead of being followed for 
taxes and rates, they should be relieved. He 
went as far as to say that they should be sub- 
sidised. Medical assistance in cases of sick- 
ness was extremely scanty; for the doctor 
visited the island only at leng intervals, and 
when there was a case of sudden illness the 
stricken person had to depend on the good- 
ness of neighbours to journey across the 
treacherous waters to Kilronan, where the 
doctor resides. To bring him to the islands 
and home’ again entailed two complete 
journeys, the distance in all being approxi- 
mately forty miles. Misfortune seemed to 
dog the lives of the islanders. Some years 
ago ‘a fair living was to be gained from fish- 
ing, but of Jate trawlers came close to the 
coast, upset the fishing lines and captured all 
the fish, thus depriving the islanders of anv 
bare chance of earning a livelihood. i 

These islanders, he said, can onlv live 
on what they get from their relatives 
in Ireland and America, and the idea of 
appointing a rate collector to collect rates on 
miserable holdings that are useless is absurd. 

_ THE OLD FOLKS’ STRUGGLE. 

For the most part the people on the islands 
are too old to work hard, or else too young 
to work at all. The young men and girls 
emigrate to America at the first opportunity. 
The old folk try to grow potatoes at great. 
risk, for as the soil is really sea-shell and sea- 
weed, when there is a dry season there is no 
crop. Turf, he added, could onlv be bought 
at £5 per boat load of about one and a half 
tons, and this year it is expected to cost 
more, because of scarcity. The islanders, he 
said, were a peaceful community, and Civic 
Guards only visited the islands occasionally, 
he believed, to collect the dog tax. : 


As there were no piers on either island, the. 


mails and cargo from the freight ship, which 
called twice a week, had to be transferred to 
smal] boats and conveyed to the islands at 
the owners’ expense of £1 per ton. The prices 
for kelp—the only industry on the islands— 
were most disheartening, and yet under all 
these conditions of misery the islanders were 
to be charged rates to provide a collector with 
a poundage of 5s., whereas on the mainland 
the poundage was sixpence. 

The islanders of Inishkea, one of a group 
off the Mayo coast, he understood, were being 
provided with farms on the mainland and 
allowed to retain their island dwellings. 

The Aran islanders did not want such kind- 
ness; they wanted to be left alone. to live 
where they had been born, and to live in 
peace from such people as rate-collectors. The 
Galway County Council gave nothing to these 
people, and why should they be mulcted for 
rates? 

Cruel circumstances populated the rocky 
islands off the coast of Ireland, concluded 
Captain MeCombie, but something more cruel 
rounded them with rate collectors seeking 
money, for which little or no return was 
given. 


POPULATION OF THE ISLANDS. 

The islands of Inishmaam and Inisheer are 
mhabitated by approximately 300 on each 
island. The area of each island is about two 
square miles. 

The Aran Islands are notorious for attacks 
by the inhabitants on rate collectors, and 
even on police, who came to seize property in 
settlement of unpaid rate demands. A feel. 
ing is embedded in the minds of the islanders 
that they are under no moral or social obli- 
gation to pay rates, and quite recently at a 
meéting of the Galway County Council, when 
the matter was discussed, one member made 
the suggestion that the Aran Islands should 
be given “ home rule ’’—which, apparently, is 
what the islanders want. 

So fixed is the determination to refuse to 
pay rates that it would appear as if the rate 
collector who may be appointed will be ill 
repaid by a poundage of five shillings.

PASSING OF A DUBLIN 
INDUSTRY, 


- —“—-&— 


At one time Dublin was famous for its 
clay pipes, which were in continual demand 
all over the world. Within living memo 
Francis street, near Christ Church Cathedral, 
contained no fewer than thirty families, each 
with its own kilp, earning a living by the 
manufacture of the humble “ dudheen.” But 
now thic time-honoured industry has fallen 
upon evil days. Only one family of pipe- 
makers survives in Dublin, . 

This is the Devlin family, in which the 
craft has been handed down from father to 
son for at least five generations. The in- 
dustry is in danger of dying out altogether, 
and, although the last. of the line can mould 
a “ Parnell ” or a “ Workman” with the 
best, he is apprenticed to another trade. 

An /rish Times representative was shown 
an old ** Doway ” Bible, published in 1794, 
in which the name of John Devlin, the great- 
great-grandfather appeared in the list of 
subscribers towards its publication. He is 
the earliest pipe-maker of the family of whom 
any tradition remains, but it is quite possible 
that he was not the first to practise this 
craft. 

A PIPE-MAKERS’ GUILD. 

It appears that a sort of Pipe-makers’ 
Guild existed, for the writer was shown a 
curious faded certificate, dating from before 
the middle of last century. It hore a crest 
consisting of crossed churchwarden pipes, the 
Dublin towers, a man smoking on a cask oí 
tobacco, and a schooner, such as brought the 
clay from Cornwall. Beneath was the legend, 
‘May love and unity support our trade, and 
keep out those who would our rights in- 
vade,” followed by ‘‘ Let brotherly love con- 
tinue ”! 

The Devlins attribute the decline of their 
industry to the disappearance of the British 
soldiers and sailors, and the cessation of the 
old practice of distributing pipes at wakes. 

Until comparatively recent. years the people 
of Galway and Roscommon baked pipes made 
of local clay on their own hearths, producing 
a yellowish variety much prized for wakes. 
In former days pipes were sold at the rate 
of four for one penny, but now they are one 
penny each. 

The clay used to-day comes from Cornwall 
in the form of dry, square blocks. It is 
broken up with a hammer, and soaked in 
water. When sufficiently soaked it is lifted 
out and seasoned in a very thorough but 
primitive way. It is belaboured by a perspir- 
ing labourer for one hour with a heavy iron 
bar. It is then carried up to the moulder’s 
loft, where it is roughly moulded into shape 
by hand. These moulders are ambidexterous, 
moulding two pipes simultaneously. 

A hole is bored in the stem with a wire, 
and the moist clay pipe is placed in a metal 
mould, worked by a wooden lever. The still 
pliable pipes are placed on racks to dry. 
slightly, after which they are passed on to 
women, who smooth and trim them off. They 
are then further dried in a special drying 
building, a delicate process. If any moisture 
remains in them the pipes fly In the kiln, 
and have to be sold to proprietors of 
** Aunt Sallies.”’ 

The dried pipes are packed into fireproof 
pots and ‘‘ burned” in the kiln for seven 
hours, sixty gross being baked at one time. 
They are then taken out, cooled, and packed 
-in shavings ready for distribution. A con- 
siderable trade is done with. hawkers and 
pediars. 

Our representative was told of a prominent 
Dublin who, still faithful to the 
humble “ clay,” purchases them by the half 
gross, and many other important people 
who indulge in this coolest of all “ smokes ”’ 
in the secrecy of their own homes. A ‘‘soft” 
pipe, it appears, is the sweetest of all pipes. 
It is picked out by the dull note it gives out 
when tapped smartly against the teeth. These 
‘soft clays’’ absorb all the tobacco juice and 
keep the pipe far sweeter than all the new- 
fangled metal contrivances.

BOARDER AT MENTAL 
HOSPITAL. 


A verdict of suicide whilst of unsound 
nt blame being attached to anyone, 
was returned at an inquest at Northampton 
yesterday on Professor T. J Anson 
Bromwich (53), the noted mathematician, 
who was found dead in his bedroom in a 
villa at St, Andrew’s Mental Hospital, 
Northampton, on Saturday. 

Mrs. Bertha Bromwich, the widow. said 
that her hushand’s last permanent address 
was Selwyn Gardens, Cambridge. He was 
lecturer on rhathematies, and since last 
November had heen voluntary boarder at 
St. Andrew’s Hospital. 

Dr. Norman Whillyps, Deputy Medical 
Superintendent at the hesnitel, said that ‘> 
Professor was certified in December, 1927, 
with a recurrent form of mental illness, 

He was de-certified in November, 1928, and 
remained a voluntary boarder. ‘Treatment 
was continued to prevent further attacks, 
Mr. Bromwich improved so much that he 
was able to do some coaching work at the 
hospital. On Saturday morning, in a villa 
in the grounds, he was found dead. with a 
piece of plaited cord around his neck, 
suspended from the top bar of the bedsteal. 
Death was due to strangulation. 

A post morten revealed very interesting 
facts. The brain showed a remarkable degree 
of development—quite what one would have 
expected to find in a man of such an 
intellect. The brain was large for the body, 
and the complexities of the convolutions 
were very numerous by comparison with an 
ordinary brain. Mr. Bromwich may have

had a fit of depression in the early hours 
of the morning, and have summoned up 
sufficient energy to end his life. There had 
been no reason to suspect suicidal tendencies.

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OURIOSITIES OF THE 
COAST. 


IRELAND OLDEST 
COASTWISE LIGHT.

WHEN FITZSTEPHEN

T a time when responsibility for the 
upkeep of lights on the Irish coast is 
being discussed between the British and 
Irish Pree State Governments, it may be 
interesting to recall the history of what, 
probably, is the oldest of all Irish coast- 
wise lights. 

The lighthouse at the extreme point of 
Hook Head, on the east side of Waterford 
Harbour, is always spoken of in County 
Wexford as “The Tower of Hook ”a 
name, that carries a suggestion of the past. 
Hook Head is a curiows promontory 
about eight miles in length, and not more 
than three-quarters of a mile wide. This 
district is spoken of in very ancient 
records as ‘‘The Territory of Magitha,’’ 
Itti, the uncle of Milesius, having made 
a surveying expedition from Hook to 
Waterford. In the Book of Lecan Hook 
is mentioned as the Point of Dubhan the 
Hermit. 

Here, ‘in the latter half of the fifth 
century, Dubhan came as a pilgrim from 
Wales and built a cell. Here he erected 
a pile of earth and stones on which he 
kindled a beacon at nightfall to warn 
mariners off the dangerous coast. He 
built his church about two miles from the 
point where the village of Churchtown 
now stands and a monastic colony was 
formed. Ali that remains of this is the 
well: the ruined church which is now to 
be seen dates only from the Norman 
period. 


RAYMOND LE GROS. 


The Danes and other invaders respected 
the Light and showed their gratitude by 
never molesting the settlement. Dubhan 
died about A.D. 487, but his followers stil] 
kept up the Light, and in Norman times it 
became of great importance. The Canons 
Regular of St. Augustine, who had formed 
a colony here which bore the name of St. 
Saviour of Rendeuan, were responsible 
for the upkeep of the Light. They built 
a massive Structure of stone, and intro- 
duced the use of lanterns instead of the 
beacon fire. Raymond Le Gros is sup- 
posed to have been a patron of the Light, 
as he bore on his arms a flaming torch. 

The promontory was called ‘‘ La Huck ” 
in Norman records and maps. This name, 
no doubt, was derived from the fact that 
the Irish word for fishhook dubhan is 
identical with the saint’s name, and the 
memories of Dubhan himself had faded 
out with passing centuries. 

After a time the Light was taken over 
by the borough of Waterford, and during 
Cromwell’s invasion it was for some time 
unlighted, much to the distress of sea- 
farers. The old Norman tower is incor- 
porated with the modern lighthouse now 
standing, and the unusually thick wa'ls 
are noticeable. The rocks at Hook Point 
are of curious formation, coarse sandscone 
and conglomerates being overlaid with 
flat table-like layers of carboniferoug lime- 
stone. In June, when these grey shelves 
have a pink carpet of ‘‘ Thrift,”’ the soft 
greys and pinks against the background of 
green sea are a sight to linger in the 
memory. 


IRELAND’S HERCULANEUM. 


The point of Baginbun, further to the 
east along the coast, was the scene of the 
landing of the Anglo-Normans in May, 
1169, under FitzStephen. They occupied 
the country lying eastward, and Bannow, 
situated on the east side of the entrance to 
Bannow Bay, was the first corporation 
town built by them. Of this town, which 
was of considerable importance so late as 
Charles the First’s reign, no traces remain 
save the ruined church and old stone 
coffins and tombs with almost obliterated 
carving in the churchyard, which is sup- 
posed to have been the burial place of sotne 
of the first Anglo-Norman invaders 

The town itself long has, been entirely 
covered with drifted sand. The inequa- 
lities of the ground round the chauarch- 
yard are said to be caused by the ruins 
lying beneath. Bannow has been called 
the '“ Irish Herculaneum.’’ That at was a 
town of considerable importance is shown 
by the fact that it returned two members 
to Parliament, although these members 
were still returned long after the whole 
town, with the exception of two chimneys, 
had disappeared entirely under the sand. 


STANIHURST’S ACCOUNT. 


How thoroughly the Anglo-Norman 
influence dominated the country round is 
Shown by this extract from Stanihurst’s 
description of Ireland in ‘“* Holinshed’s 
Chronicle,’ London, 1577:—‘‘ But of al! 
other places Weisforde, with the terri- 
torye bayed and perclosed within the 
river called the Pill, was so quite 
estranged from Irishry as if a traveller 
of the Irishe (which was rare in those 
days) had picht his foote within the Pill 
and spoken lIrishe, the Weisfordians 
would commaunde him foorthwith to turn 
the other end of his tongue and speak 
Englishe, or else bring his trouchman 
with him. But in our days they have so 
acquainted themselves with the Irish, as 
they have made a mingle-mangle, or 
gallamaulfrey of both the languages, and 
have in such medley or checkerwise so 
crabbedly jumbled both togyther as com- 
monly the inhabitants of the meaner sort 
speake neyther good Englishe nor good 
Irishe. 

“There was of late dayes one of the 
peéres of England sent to Weisforde as 
Commissioner, to decide the controuversiés 
of that countrey, and hearing in affable 
wise the rude complaintes of the countrey 
clownes, he conceyved here and there, 
sometimes a word, otherwhyles a sentence. 
The nobleman being verie glad that upon 
hys first commyng to Ireland he under- 
stood so many wordes, told one of his 
familiar frends that he stood in very great 
hope to become a well-spoken man in the 
Irishe, supposing that the blunte people 
had prattled Irishe, all the while they 
jangled English. Howbeit to this day, 
the dregs of the old aufcient Chaucer- 
English are kept as well there as in 
Fingall.”’ 

“ As for the word “ bater,’ that in 
English purpozeth a lane bearing to an 
highway, I take it for a meere. Irishe 
worde that crept unawares into the 
Englishe, through the daily intercourse” of 
the Englishe and Irishe inhabitants.”’ 


A BRETON SAINT, 


From Bannow eastward there are many 
places on the coast of great historical and 
legendary interest. Carnsore Point, the 
south-easterly extremity of Ireland, is 
marked in Ptolemy’s map as ‘‘ The Sacred 
Promontory.”’ Near this point is the 
ruined sixth century Church of St. Vogue 
or Veoe, a tiny building some twenty-five 
by fifteen feet, and a curious incised stone 
on which the saint is supposed to have 
sailed from Brittany. There is also a 
well called after him. He returned to 
Brittany and died there in 585. 

His little church on the lonely sea- 
washed promontory might have been the

MOOR MURDER MYSTERY

POLICE AND MAN WHO RODE 
IN CAH.

BELFAST INQUEST SCENE. 


CORONER AND RECKLESS 
DRIVING. 

There was a scene at an inquest in Belfast 
vesterday in connection with the death of 
Mrs. H. H. Newel, of '“ Barletta,’ Somerton 
road, Belfast. who lost her life on August 
20th, when she was knocked. down by a 
motor car. 

The Coroner (Dr. James Graham) had 
summed up the evidence and was returning

when Mr. Gilliland, breaking into tears, 
disputed the Coroner's finding. The girl 
who was in Mr. Gilliland’s car at the time 
of the accident, also broke down and had 
te he assisted from the court by her mother. 

Mr. James F. Newel, son of the deceased 
woman. approached the Coroner, and, though 
labouring under great emotion, declared that 
the family did not entertain any animosity 
towards the driver. They were content 1f 
the investigation of the accident would do 
something to stop the reckless driving which 
was taking place continually on the Antrim 
road, 

Mr. Gilliland. shaking hands with Mr. 
Newel. assured him that he had done all he 
could to avoid the accident, and thanked 
him for what he had said to the Coroner. 

The Coroner declared that under the 
circumstances his verdict would be one ol 
accidental death. He stated that every 
yerson driving a motor car im the city should 
know that when a tramcar stopped they 
should take special precautions in case a 
person should come out from behind the 
iramear. 

“I am sure the young man regrets it now; 
but I hear two or three of these cases every 
week, and there seems to be no systematic 
care taken.” added the Coroner.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

In a special interview with Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent, the Chinese Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Wang, declared that the Government 
was determined to adhere to the terms of 
the Chinese-Russian Agreement of 1924, 
uraer which :t was stipulated that the 
Chinese Eastern Railway should be managed 
by Russia and China jointly, but that, with 
umple procfs of the underground and sub- 
versive propaganda carried on án the past 
and planned fcr the futare, China cannot 
possibiy agree to return to the status quo 
ante as a preliminary to opening negotia- 
tious, knowing that the return of the Soviet 
Consular officiais and their proteges will un- 
fa:linglv. result in more intensive Communist 
propaganda unless ample guarantees are 
forthcoming that such subversive action will 
terminate 

Questioned as to the reports of frequent 
conflicts on the frontier. the Minister said 
that he could unhesitatingly assert that no 
Chinese troops had crossed on to Soviet soil. 
They were ali well back from the 
in pursuance of the Government’ 
that Chinese forces must abstain 
ol aggression, 

CHINESE RESTRAINT. 

This policy, went on Der. 
fcrebly impressed on the Chinese troops that 
in a recent incident, although the Soviet 
troops advanced into Chinese territorv to 
within twenty-five feet of a detachment of 
(Chinese troops, the latter held their fire till 
the Russians themseivés began io fire 

The Minister went on to say that Russian 
propaganda’ concerning the sitnation on the 
frontier was based on the usual plea of 
Russia’s perfect imnocertce of all Wrong- 
doing and the customary stories of imaginary 
atrocities on the part of enemy troops, whe 
as it had been incontestablv proved that the 
Soviet had been sending systematically and 
regularly raiding parties into Chinese terri- 
tory, taking daily toll ef Chinese lives, in- 
cluding civilians, and wantonly destroying 
property. 

Dr. Wang deplored the fact that Soviet 
propaganda was purposely misleading the 
Russian people to believe that Russia was the 
aggrieved party. He was happy to: note, 
he wever, that it was not blinding the world 
to the actual facts and the true situation. 

The Foreign Minister ended by asserting 
that relations between the Nanking and 
Mukden authorities were harmonious.

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MOSCOW’S VIEW

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SOVIET DENIES PENETRATION 
OF CHINESE TERRITORY.

MOSCOW, Via Berlin, Monday. 

Warfare without war has been declared, 
and is continuing on the Siberian-Manchurian 
frontier, according to the Soviet Foreign 
Office, which reports that negotiations are 
still proceeding between Moscow and Nan- 
king. Scanty dispatches from Siberia, puo- 
lished in the Moscow newspapers, announce 
that the Red Army has been chiefly fighting 
White Russian detachments emploved by the 
Chinese. A few Chinese bandit groups have 
also been dispersed attempting to cross the 
frontier. The Soviet authorities continue to 
deny thev have penetrated Chinese territory, 
alleging that conflicts have taken place on the 
Soviet side of the border. 


VIEWS OF A FORMER SOVIET 
CONSUL-GENERAL. 

The Omsk new spa per. Pehocharput 
(‘‘ Workers’ Road ’’), published an article by 
the former Soviet Consul-General at Harbin, 
M. Meinikov, addressed to the Sibertar. army, 
informing the soldiers that the Chinese army 
does uot constitate a menace for the Reda. 
‘The Chinese soldiers, states M. Melnikov, 
are being brought to the frontier m sealed 
waggons numbered like cattle. wven when 
they arrive at the frontier cartridges are not 
issued to the troops, because the Chinese con- 
sider cartridges as money, and trade them 
for food, rather than use them against the 
enemy. Fighting capabilities of the Chinese 
are weak, continues the former Consul, and 
it would be easy for the Red Army to win a 
decisive victory if the Chinese were alone on 
the front. 

WHITE RUSSIANS REGARDED AS 

SERIOUS ENEMIES. 

M. Melnikov is more afraid of the White 
Russians, whom he regards as serious eremik 8, 
while he reports that there are only 12,000 
White Russians in Manchuria, and there is a 
lack of cohesiveness between these detach- 
ments. Still they are soldiers who have been 
fighting for years, and form a rea! problem. 

“The White Guards will not dare.directly 
to attack the Red Army, but have adopted 
guerilla warfare,” says Melnikov. “Our 
Commander-General, Blacher, has. issued 
orders to all Red Army detachments not to 
take prisoners while fighting White Rus- 
siaus, all of whom found on Soviet territory 
will be immediately executed. .The sur- 
vivors are to be chased back into Chinese 
territory, if necessary, all the way to Uar- 
bin.” 

In conclusion, the Consul says that, un- 
less the Chinese reconsider and accept every 
condition advanced by the Soviet Govern- 
ment for renewal of relations, these con- 
ditions will he presented at the hay wet's 
point by the Red Army.

BUYERS HOLDING OFF. 


(From Ovr COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

The improvement noted last week-énd in 
palm kernels did not make much progress, 
for the enhanced values brought more sellers, 
and, with buyers not willing to follow, the 
advance values slipped back again. To-day, 
however, the market is very firm, and sellers 
difficult to find. 

On Monday business was reported in Sep- 
tember-October shipment to Northern Con- 
tinent at £18 8s. 9d., but since down to 
£18 2s. 6d. has been accepted, and further 
buyers now at £18 ós. 3d. For October- 
November and November-December the ruling 
rate is £18 8s. 9d. and £18 10s. respectively 
after £18 lls. 3d. down to £18 2s. 6d. had 
been paid early on, Hull consumers have 
carried on a hand-to-mouth business at eas- 
ing rates, to-day’s value being £18 7s. 6d., 
which was prcte that of a week ago. 
To Liverpool the nominal value is £18 7s. 6d. 

In the palm oil section buyers have been 
difficult to interest, though shippers have not 
been ready sellers. There has been rather 
more material offered by  second-hands, 
especially in nears, to the Northern (Con- 
tinent, and prices have been inclined to 
weaken. To-day £33 would be taken for Lagos 
September-October arrival. as against £33 15s. 
on Monday, while for softs on the spot the 
ruling value is lower by 15s. at 10s. 
September-October material has sellers at 
£32 12s. 6d., as against £335 2s. 6d., but it 
is doubtful whether buyers at the close would
